A FIVE DAY WEEK. 


It is not perhaps generally known that one 
of the biggest publishing houses in the coun- 
try, The Curtis Publishing Co. of Philadel- 
phia, has given an eighteen months’ try-out to 
a social-economic ideal probably never before 
realized on so large a scale, namely, a five 
day working week; and the experiment has 
been so far remarkably successful. 

It is only the past decade that has seen the 
development of the Saturday half holiday. 
Even ten years ago a Saturday afternoon off 
was a comparative luxury; now the publish- 
ing house—and the same is true of the ma- 
jority of metropolitan business houses—which 
does not close at three in winter and noon 
in summer is a rarity, and a very large pro- 
portion are closing at noon the year round. 

The Curtis Publishing Co. faced the prob- 
lem frankly from a business, not a senti- 
mental point of view. If the employees 
wished to work a little longer or harder five 
days a week, and turn out six days’ work in 
that five, they might have Saturday off. 
They most certainly did! 

Since the rest of the world continued on a 
six day basis, it has been found impracticable 
to extend the reform to the mailing depart- 
ment; but the entire mechanical force, over 
a thousand employees, is included. 

The problem, of course, was to see if the 
additional energy and enthusiasm gained by 
an extra weekday vacation would produce 
“steam” enough to turn out the same amount 
of work in the time remaining. So far the 
company professes itself satisfied. 

As for the employees, it is unquestionable 
that additional time for living, for the ex- 


pression of individual initiative, for pleasure, 
or for outdoor sports or work is worth any 
amount of earnest experiment.

NO COPYRIGHT RENEWAL BY 
ASSIGNEES. 


Tue following is text of an opinion written 
in the office of the Attorney-General for the 
Register of Copyrights: 


I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
your communication of December 10, 1909, 
with certain documents from the Register of 
Copyrights inclosed, from which it appears 
that a number of applications have been made 
for renewal or extension of copyrights under 
Section 24 of the Act of March 4, 1909, said 
applications being divided into two general 
classes, to wit: 

(1) Applications made by assignees under 
direct assignments of the renewal or exten- 
sion term from the persons named in the 
statute as entitled to renewals or extensions. 

(2) Applications made by assignees who 
purchased the copyrighted work, either when 
the original copyrights were secured, or sub- 
sequent thereto, and who also took assign- 
ments of the copyrights. 

And you ask my opinion whether such re- 
newals or extensions can be granted at the 
instance of the assignees. 

The privileges of copyright are purely sta- 
tutory; and when one seeks a renewal or ex- 
tension of a copyright, his right thereto must 
be found within the statute. The provisions 
of the Act of March 4, 1909 (35 Stat., 1075) 
which bear upon this question are the follow- 
ing: 

Sec. 8. That the author or proprietor of sny 
work made the subject of copyright by, this Act, 
or his executors, administrators, or assigns, shall 
have copyright for such work under the conditions 
and for the terms specified in this Act: 


Sec. 23. That the copyright secured by this Act 
shall. endure for twenty-eight years from the Jate 
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of first publication, whether the copyrighted work 
; pyrig 


the author’s true name or is published anony- 
mously or under an assumed name: Provided, That in 
case of any posthumous work or of any periodi- 
cal, cyclopedic, or ether composite work upon which 
the copyright was originally secured by the preprietor 
thereof, or of any work copyrighted by a corporate 

y (otherwise than an assignee or licensee of 
the individual author) or by an employer for whom 
such work is made ‘or hire, the proprietor of such 
copyright shall be entitled to a renewal and exten- 
sion of the copyright in such work for the further 
term of twenty-eight years when application for such 
renewal and extension shall have been made to the 
copyright office and duly registered therein one year 
prior to the expiration of the original term of copy- 
right: And provided further, That in the case of any 
other wo $e work, including a contribution by 
an individual author to a periodical or to a cyclo- 
pedic or other composite work when such contribu- 
tion has been separately registered, the author of 
such work, if still living, or the widow, widower, or 
children of the author, if the author be not living, 
or. if such author, widow, widower, or children be 
not living, then the author’s executors, or in the 
absence of a will, his next of kin shall be entitled 
to a renewal and extension of the copyright in such 
work for a further term of twenty-eight years when 
applicetion for such renewal and extension shall 
have been made to the copyright office and duly 
registered therein within one year prior to the expi- 
ration of the original term of copyright: And pro- 
vided further, That in default of the registration of 
such application for renewal and extension, the copy- 
right in any work shall determine at the expiration 
of twenty-eight years from first publication. 

Sec, 24. That the copyright subsisting in any work 
at the time when this Act goes into effect may, at the 
expiration of the term provided for under existin 
law, be renewed and extended by the author of suc 
work if still living, or the widow, widower, or chil- 
dren of the author, if the author be not living, or if 
such author, widow, widower, or children be not 
living, by the author’s executors, or in the 
absence of a will, his next of kin, for a further 
period such that the entire term shall be equal 
to that secured by this Act, including the renewal 
period: Provided however That if the work be a 
composite work upon which copyright was originally 
secured by the proprietor thercof, then such propri- 
etor shall be entitled to the privilege of renewal and 
extension granted under this section: Provided, That 
application for such renewal and extension shall te 
made to the copyright office and duly registered 
therein within one year prior to the expiration of 
the existing term. 


It will be observed that Section 8 declares 
who may procure original copyrights; that 
Section 23 provides who may procure re- 
newals of copyright secured by this Aci, and 
that Section 24 prescribes who may procure 
‘a renewal or extension of a copyright “sub- 
sisting in any work at the time when this 
Act goes into effect . . . for a further period 
such that the entire term shall be equal to 
that secured by this Act, including the re- 
newal period.” 

Each of these sections is specific in its 
terms, and leaves but little or no room ‘for 
construction. In the first it is expressly pro- 
vided that the assigns of an author or pro- 
prietor shall have a copyright for the work 
upon complying with the conditions specified 
in the Act. In the second it is provided that 
if the work be posthumous or composite upon 
which the original copyright was secured by 
the proprietor, or if copyrighted by a corpo- 
rate body otherwise than as assignee or li- 
censee of the individual, or by an employer 
for whom such work is made for hire, the 
 roprietor may procure the renewal, but that 
in all other cases it must be procured by the 
author, if living, or if dead, by the widow, 
widower or children, or if they also be dead, 
by the author’s executors, if there be a will, 
or otherwise by his next of kin; and the third 
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section mentioned, the one here applicable, 
Section 24, requires the extension or renewal 
to be procured by the author, if living, or if 
dead, by the persons, and in the order men- 
tioned in the preceding section, except as to 
composite works which were originally copy- 
righted by the proprietor, in which case the 
proprietor may secure the extension. 

The very fact that each of these sections 
enumerates with such particularity the per- 
sons who may exercise the privilege of se- 
curing copyrights and having them renewed, 
and the order in which the right vests, and 
that in these particulars the sections material- 
ly differ from each other, shows that the per- 
sons enumerated are exclusive of all others, 
and that it was not the purpose of Congress 
to confer the right upon any person or per- 
sons not therein specifically mentioned. 

This view is well sustained by the authori- 
ties. The Act of February 3, 1831 (4 Stat., 
436), gave the right of renewal to the author, 
if living, or if dead, to his widow, child, or 
children. In commenting upon this provision 


of the Act and a provision of a previous Act, 
the court, in Pierpont v. Fowle, 19 Fed. 
Cases, 652, 6590, said: 

Both refer to authcrs alone and not their assigns 
as entitled. They do not even embrace in terms, ex- 


press assignees of a second term, made before the 
second term begin and the last act does not name 


assignees at al o the extension aliowed under 
the act of 1831, of a copyright taken out under the 
act, looks entirely to the author and his family, 
and not to assigness. 


By the Act of July 8, 1870, Section 88 (16 
Stat., 212; Revised Stats., Sec. 4954), the 
right of renewal was given to the author, or 
his widow or children if he be dead; and 
with reference to the right of renewal under 
this statute, in Drone on Copyrights, page 
261, it is said: 


Besides granting cepyright to the author or owner 
of a work, and the assignee of such person, for 
twenty-eight years, the existing statute of the United 
States provides that, at the end of that term the au- 
thor, inventor, or designer, if living, or his widow or 
children if he be dead, may secure a renewal of the 
copyright for fourteen years. As neither the owner 
of a work mee an anon is mentioned in this 
on, it would seem that the copys 
additional term will not vest ab é such - 
But elsewhere the ground is taken, that when 
the renewed copyright has been secured by the au- 
thor, or his ow or children, it may be trans- 
ferred to an assignee, 


son. 


And again on page 333: 
Section 4954 of the Revised Statutes, which pro- 
vides for a renewed term of copyright, no 
mention of an assignee. The view has been else- 
where expressed that the vopyright for this term 
will not vest ab initio in an gnee, but only in 
the author, his widow or children. Hence, when an 
author has gned his entire interest in 2 work, and 
has thereby or otherwise barred himself and his 
family from securing the copyright for the second 
term, the assignee is powerless to make the re- 
newal for his own benefit. 


However, I do not wish to be understood 
as approving the assumption here expressed 
that the author, or in case of his death, the 
other persons mentioned in the statute as be- 
ing entitled to the right of renewal, may bar 
themselves of that right. Such right is 
created by the most explicit terms of the 
statute, and no recognition is there given of 
a previous assignment of the copyright, or a 
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conveyance of the author’s right in the copy- 
rizhted work, or of any kind of contract that 
he may have made with reference thereto. 
\\hen the application for renewal is pre- 
cented to the Register of Copyrights, the only 
thing left for hig consideration is whether the 
applicant is one of the persons designated in 
the statute. But who may possess the legal 
or equitable right in the copyright after re- 
newal is another question, and one which is 
to be determined by the terms of such con- 
tract as the author or other person or per- 
sons entitled to the renewal may have en- 
tered into before or after the renewal is had. 

Much reliance is placed by the applicants 
on the case of Paige v. Banks, 7 Blatch., 152; 
and 13 Wall., 608, 614. The facts in that case 
were that Paige, the testator of the plain- 
tiffs, had on October 7, 1828, entered into a 
contract with Gould and Banks, whereby he 
was to furnish them in manuscript the re- 
ports of his court for publication, and that 
they were to “have the copyright of said re- 
ports, to them and their. assigns forever.” 
Under the Act of 1790 the term of copyright 
was fourteen years, with right of renewal for 
fourteen years additional, the assigns of an 
author having the right to procure both the 
original copyright and the renewal; and on 
January 5, 1830, registration for the original 
copyright was made in the names of Gould 
and Banks. On February 3, 1831, an act was 
passed which extended all copyrights then 
existing to a term of twenty-eight years, with 
right of renewal for fourteen years longer, 
but the renewal privilege was restricted to 
the author, or if he be dead, to his widow, 
or child or children. When the original term 
expired on January 5, 1858, both Gould and 
Banks and Paige went through the usual 
forms to procure a renewal of the copyright. 
Paige subsequently died, and thereafter his 
executor filed a bill against Gould and Banks 
to enjoin them from further printing and 
vending the work, and for an account of the 
profits after January, 1858. The bill was dis- 
missed by both the court below and the 
Supreme Court. 

The decision turned entirely upon the con- 
struction of the contract between Paige and 
Gould and Banks, the sole question consid- 
ered being whether, under the contract, Paige 
had parted with the entire interest in the 
work, this question being thus stated by the 
Supreme Court: 


Independent. of any statutory provision the tight 
of an author in and to his umpublished manuscripts 
ps full and complete. It is his property, is subject 
to his disposal. He may assign a qualified interest 
in it, or make an absolute conveyance of the whole 
interest. The question to be solved is, do the 
terms of this agreement show the intent to part 
with the whole interest in the publication of this 
ok, or with a partial and limited interest? 


\nd, after an analysis of the contract, the 
court held that, 


As between the parties t agreement the abso- 
lute interest was camiiwel "ts the stipulation of 


Paige that he would furnish the manuscript for 


publication, 


> 


, in considering the clause in the contract 
and the said Gould and Banks shall have 


the copyright of said reports to them, their 
hejrs and assigns forever,” the court said: 


It is not covenanted that the publishers should 
take out the copyright, nor is there any express 
agreement for an assignment to them by Paige, if 
he should take it out. Undoubtedly the provision 
that the publishers “should have the copyright,” 
would authorize them to apply for it, and if Paige 
had taken it out in his own name it would have 
enured to their benefit. But as between Paige and 
the publishers, the rights of the latter could not be 
estimated differently, whether they had cr had not 
availed themselves of the provisions of the act. 


The Act of 1790 expressly provided that 
the assignees of an author of a work could 
procure a copyright thereof, and hence the 
statement of the court that the stipulation in 
the contract with reference to the copyright 
authorized Gould and Banks to apply for it. 
Therefore, the point of the decision was, that 
Paige having transferred his entire interest 
in the work to Gould and Banks, and they 
having thereby acquired a perpetual right to 
publish and sell the same, independent of the 
question of copyright, they could not be en- 
joined from its publication and be made to 
account for the copies sold after the expira- 
tion of the original term. The question here 
presented was not considered in that case, and 
the case is given attention only because it is 
cited by applicants as conclusive authority in 
their favor. 

The comments of the committee upon Sec- 
tions 23 and 24, which accompanied the bill 
when reported, show conclusively that it was 
not intended that the assigns of a work 
should have the right of renewal, except as 
specifically provided for therein. Among 
other things the committee said: 


It was urged before the Committee that it would 
be better to have a single term without any right 
of renewal, and a term of life and fifty years was 
suggested. Your committee, after full consideration, 
decided that it was distinctly to the advantage of 
the author tc preserve the renewal period. It not 
infrequently happens that the author sells his copy- 
right outright to a publisher for a comparatively 
small sum If the work proves to be a great success, 
and lives My Aw the term of twenty-eight years, your 
committee felt that it should be the exclusive right 
of the author to take the renewal term, and the 
law should be framed as is the existing law, so that 
he could not be deprived of that right. 


Instead of confining the right of rerewal to the 
author, if still living, or to the widow or children 
of the author, if he be dead, we provide that the 
author of such work, if still living, may apply for 
the renewal, or the widow, widower, or children cf 
the author, if the author be not living, or if such 
author, widow, widower, or children be not living, 
then the author’s executors, or, in the absence of a 
will, his rext of kin. It was not the intention to 
permit the administrator to apply for the renewal, 
but to permit the author who had ne wife or children 
to peareath by will the right to apply for the 
renewal, : 

In the case of composite or cyclopedic works, to 
which a great many authors contribute for hire, 
and upon which the copyright was originally <e- 
cured by the proprietor of the work, it was felt 
that the proprietor of such work should have the 
exclusive ri ht to apply for the renewal term. In 
some cases the contributors to such a work might num- 
ber hundreds and be scattered over the world, and 
it would be impossible for the rroprietor of the 
work to secure their :0-operation in applying for 
the rerewal. 


It readily appears how the right of renewal 
may be a valuable asset to an author, though 
he may have prevously parted with all interest 
in the copyrighted work. When renewed, like 
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all other copyrights, it is assignable (Sec. 42 
of Act; Drone on Copyrights, 333). And no 
doubt it may be the subject of a valid contract 
before renewal which would carry the equit- 
able if not the legal title thereto, when re- 
newed. And, therefore, the owner of the 
work who, after the expiration of the orig- 
inal term, would be without protection, would, 
if the work be a valuable one, gladly pay a 
reasonable price for the extension. At any 
rate, the right of extension was clearly given 
for the benefit of the auther, and the pro- 
vision should not be construed against him, 
unless the language of the statute clearly re- 
quires such construction, which it does not. 
It is not intended in this opinion to deter- 
mine any question of law which relates to the 
relative rights of authors and their assigns, 
and such rights are mentioned only by way 
of illustration or argument. The matter here 
for determination is one solely for the guid- 
ance of the Register of Copyrights in grant- 
ing renewals of copyrights; and, for the rea- 
sons above stated, I hold that he should be 
governed by the language of the statute, and 
grant a renewal to no one other than the per- 
son or persons mentioned therein. The ap- 


plicants here in question are the owners of 
the works by purchase, and assignees of the 
original copyrights, and in some cases have 
taken assignments of the renewal terms. But 
in neither case does the statute authorize the 
extension to be made in the name of the as- 
signee, and the applications should, therefore,

BOSTON HERALD IN RECEIVERSHIP. 


On petition of the International Paper 
Company, Judge Colt Thursday appointed John 
Norris, of New York, an official of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ Association, and 
Charles F. Weed, an attorney of Boston, re- 
ceivers of the Boston Herald Company. In- 
cluding a bond issue of $1,700,000, the indebt- 
edness is about $2,200,000. 

The court authorized the receivers to issue 
$50,000 in certificates to enable the business 
to be continued. 

The Boston Herald was established in 1846 
by E. C. Bailey as an evening paper. Twenty 
years later Mr. Bailey purchased the morning 
Times, edited by John H. Holmes, and the 
two were published morning and evening as 
the Boston Herald. Mr. Bailey died, and Mr. 
Holmes retired from the Herald several years 
ago, after it moved from Newspaper Row 
into a modern building on Tremont Street. 
At the present time the company publishes 
morning, evening and Sunday editions. 

The Herald’s troubles are said to be due 
to “a great diminution of its receipts follow- 
ing upon the business depression of the years 
1907 and 1908, which particularly affected the 
said company because of its large fixed 
charges resulting from the issue of bonds 
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and an insufficient supply of cash as working 
capital.” The petition further stated that 
there is every reason to believe that a con- 
tinuance of the business will ultimately show 
large profits. 

It is understood that the suit is a friendly 
one, with a view to reorganization. 


CHICAGO BOOKMEN FISH AND PLAY. 


Tue Publishers Club of Chicago gave its 
annual three days’ fishing outing and held 
its regular election of officers at the Fishing 
Inn, Silver Lake, Wis., June 24-26. A large 
number of members with their families and 
friends enjoyed the outing and participated 
in the many amusements, including dramatic, 
athletic and social, that had been arranged. 

Silver Lake is one of the beauty lakes of 
Wisconsin, where boating is delightful and 
fishing good. To this place The Publishers 
Club takes its members each year, where for 
three days they may enjoy all the sylvan and 
aquatic pleasures that Wisconsin nature can 
provide, and all the amusements and good 
things to eat and drink that cunning bookmen 
can devise. 

The silver loving cup that the club offers 
each year to the member catching the biggest 
game fish was awarded to Charles P. Weil. 

The annual baseball game between the 
“fats” and the “skinnies” of the club was won 
by the “fats,” the score being 6 to 5. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: president, David B. Clarkson; 
vice-president, Thomas Devereaux; treasurer, 
M. H. Vestal; financial secretary, M. J. 
Slavik; recording secretary and scribe, Fred 
S. Miller. Those elected directors were: 
E. H. Lapham, of A. C. McClurg & Co.; 
Gordon G. Sapp, of National Publishing Co. ; 
B. F. Hitchens, of J. C. Winston Co.; Frank 
W. Black, of Frank W. Black Co. 

The club was organized for social purposes 
only nearly a score of years ago. There is 
a provision in the by-laws to the effect that 
no administration is permitted to retire from 
office with any money in the treasury, under 
such severe penalties as the resourceful mem- 
bers may be able to inflict. Banquets, ladies’ 
nights, stags, picnics, boat excursions, smok- 
ers, etc., in addition to the annual fishing 
outing, are therefore given throughout the 
year in an effort to obey this severe by-law. 
These events are known as the most enjoy- 
able that take place in social club life in 
Chicago.

This 
portion of the business will be conducted un- 
der the same firm name as heretofore. 

This change of name was considered de- 
sirable in order to differentiate the retail 
from the wholesale business and to render 
‘more effective the prompt dispatch of orders 
entrusted to either department. There will 
be, however, no change of ownership. Both 
the retail business and the publishing busi- 
ness will, as heretofore, be owned and man- 
aged by George W. Jacobs and John T. 
Robinson, 


THE TRAVEL MAGAZINE SOLD. 


The Travel Magazine, which went into 
bankruptcy about two weeks ago, was pur- 
chased Thursday, with all of its effects, by 
McBride, Winston & Co., publishers of the 
House and Garden Magazine, 449 Fourth 
Avenue, New York City. The price paid 
was approximately $10,000, of which $0250 
was for the good will. The new owners 
state that the Travel Magazine will be con- 
tinued as a separate publication under the 
same name. Its editors will be Gardner C. 
Teall and Henry H. Saylor.

SUBSCRIPTION SETS. 
New York, June 29, 1910. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly, 

In his efforts to substantiate his charge 
of misrepresentation Mr. Abiscott cites the 
Scribner subscription editions of Kipling and 
Stevenson and the Houghton subscription edi- 
tions of Emerson and Hawthorne as being 
“quite different from those sold by depart- 
ment stores in these sales,” a fact which has 
no bearing whatever on the subject. No one 
has claimed they are the same as Scribner’s 
and Houghton’s Editions. Our catalogue and 
advertisements describe our editions accu- 
rately and the stores sell them without any 
need or desire to misrepresent. Moreover, 
in case of dissatisfaction for any cause the 
stores guarantee to refund money, a safe 
guard against misrepresentation not offered 
by book agents, as we all know. 

Regarding his ridiculous charge that ours 
are not genuine subscription editions which 
have been sold by book-agents at high sub- 
scription prices, any of our customers will 
testify that Mr. Abiscott writes either with 
pitiable ignorance or with malicious disregard 
of facts. As conclusive proof, which many 
can corroborate, on this point we quote 
with permission Mr. H. Baruch, buyer for 
Loveman, Joseph & Loeb, of Birmingham, 
who called upon us this week in a very re- 
sentful mood after reading Mr, Abiscott’s 
letter. Mr. Baruch advertised “that sub- 
scription book houses get four or five times 
these special sale prices,” and to prove his 
statement he actually secured from private 
buyers and exhibited in his book department 
the identical sets sold by book agents in 
Birmingham. 

We do not deny the extravagant or ficti- 
tious prices of subscription publishers, for 
which we are no more responsible than we 
are for “the $1.50 novel which neither au- 
thor, publisher nor bookseller ever expects 
or intends shall be sold at $1.50.” 

Contrary to Mr. Abiscott’s statement the 
truth is that the Denver house referred to 
was so successful with our sets last fall that 
it renewed its agreement for the spring sale, 
which was also successful. We have not 
heard that its business was “killed” or inter- 
fered with by a rival store and we rather 
fancy that we can count upon its hearty co- 
operation in our extensive plans for the com- 
ing season. Possibly the firm will have a 
word to say for itself. 

The most absurd misstatement of all, and 
one which trade gossips dearly loved to re- 
peat until they found their backbiting injured 
themselves more than us, is that we pay the 
advertising bills. The several hundred lead- 
ing firms, all of whom signed the same uni- 
form agreement to do advertising at their 
own expense, know the falsity of any state- 
ment to the contrary. Almost equally erro- 
neous is the claim that our stock is sent on 
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“consignment.” The truth about this is that 
it is bought and paid for, but at stated 
periods we exchange stock for the accom- 
modation of our customers. Furthermore, 


any firm desiring to relinquish its exclusive 
selling privilege (which seldom happens) has 
had the privilege of returning stock, thus 
leaving us free to make an exclusive selling 
agreement with another firm in the same city.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Dr. Witt1AM James Rotre, of Cambridge, 
author and Shakespearean scholar, died Thurs- 
day at the home of his son, Charles J. Rolfe, 
in Tisbury, at the age of 83. William 
James Rolfe was born at Newburyport, Mass., 
graduated from Amherst College in 1849, and 
Amherst College conferred the degree of 
Doctor of Letters on him in 1887. He was 
married in 1856 to Eliza J. Carew, of Dor- 
chester, Mass. From 1852 to 1868 he taught 
in the high schools as headmaster at Dorches- 
ter, Lawrence, Salem and Cambridge, Mass. 
He was the author of “The Satchel Guide to 
Europe,” which he revised yearly; “Shake- 
speare the Boy,” “Life of Shakespeare,” 
which formed volume 22 of the New Century 
edition of Shakespeare, and other works. He 
edited a complete edition of Shakespeare and 
Tennyson, most of Browning’s works, aad 
selected poems of Macaulay, Scott, Goldsmith, 
Gray and Milton for use as standard school 
and college text-books. He was a steady con- 
tributor to magazines and reviews. Dr. Rolfe 
was regarded as the foremost Shakespearean 
scholar in this country. Three sons, Profes- 
sor John Rolfe of the University of Penn- 
sylvania; Professor George Rolfe and Pro- 
fessor Charles J. Rolfe of Cambridge, survive 
him. 

Curer Justice MEtvitteE WeEsSTON FULLER, 
for twenty-two years head of the United 
States Supreme Court, died on the morning 
of July 5 at his summer residence, Sorrento, 
Me., of heart disease. Chief Justice Fuller 
was born in Augusta, Me., February 11, 1833, 
was graduated from Bowdoin College in 1853. 
He held degrees of LL.D. from Northwest- 
ern University, Bowdoin College, Harvard 
University, Yale University and Dartmouth 
College. He was appointed Chief Justice of 
the United States by President Cleveland in 
1888. It was under him that the impetus 
was given to the anti-trust laws, and he was 
intensely interested in the cases bearing on 
the right of the Standard Oil Company and 
the American Tobacco Company to continue 
business. These cases were argued during 
the last year, but there was not a full court, 
and the remaining members were so evenly 
divided that it was decided to order a re- 
argument, 

FREDERICK JAMES FURNIVAL, eminent scholar 
and editor of the Oxford Dictionary, died 
in London on July 2. Dr. Furnival was 
born in Egham, Surrey, in 1825. He was a 
founder and director of Early English Text, 
Chaucer, Ballad and New Shakespeare So- 
cieties. also founder of Wyclif, Browning 
and Shelley Societies. He worked with F. 
D. Maurice and Thomas Hughes in the 


Christian Socialist and Co-operative move- 
ment. He was a vigorous controversialist, 
a man of great individuality, an earnest ad- 
vocate of spelling reform, and of the hard 
labor of research in obscure byways. He was 
also an enthusiast in athletics and a strict 
vegetarian, 


ProFessor Cyrus THOMAS, one of the most 
eminent authorities on the history of the 
North American Indians, and for the last 
thirty years connected with the Bureau of 
American Ethnology of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, died at his home in Washington on 
June 26, at the age of eighty-five. He had 
written many books on the Indians, most of 
the works relating to the prehistoric aborig- 
ines. He was also an entomologist of note, 
having been for several years state entomolo- 
gist of Illinois, and in 1876-1877 a member 
of the United States Entomological Com- 
mission. He was a native of Tennessee. He 
studied law and was at the bar till 186s. 


PRoFESSOR GIOVANNI VIRGINIO SCHIAPA- 
RELLI, famous astronomer and discoverer of 
the supposed canals on the planet Mars, died 
at Milan on July 4. Professor Schiaparelli 
was born at Piedmont, Italy, in 1835, studied 
at the University of Berlin, and then became 
assistant in the Observatory of Brera at 
Milan. He discovered the planet Hesperia, 
and established his reputation by the discov- 
ery of a relationship between the paths of 
certain comets and showers of shooting stars. 
Schiaparelli retired from the observatory in 
1900. He is the author of many important 
books and monographs on astronomy. 


Rev. Dr. Anotpu SPAETH, one of the lead- 
ing ministers and theologians of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in this country, died 
from heart disease on Saturday, July 2, in 
Philadelphia. Dr. Spaeth was born at Essen, 
Germany, in 1839; he graduated from the 
University of Tubingen in 1861. Besides be- 
ing a theologian and pulpit orator of extra- 
ordinary powers, Dr. Spaeth was widely 
known as an author of books on religious 
subjects and of hymns. Before he came to 
this country he had been a tutor in the fam- 
ily of the Duke of Argyle, in Scotland. 


Dr. CHARLES A. WuiTte, scientific asso- 
ciate of the late Professor Langley, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, member of many 
scientific societies in this country and Eu- 
rope, and author of numerous scientific pub- 
lications, died at his home in Washington, 
Thursday, June 29, aged eighty-four. The 
greater part of his writings were on geology 
and paleontology. Dr. White, who was born 
at North Dighton, Mass., was for a time 
Professor of Natural History in the Iowa 
State University and in Bowdoin College. 


CAPTAIN RoBErT MARSHALL, the well-known 
English dramatist, died in London on July 1. 
He was born at Edinburgh June 21, 1863. 
Forbes-Robertson, John Drew and Annie 
Russell acted the leading roles in his plays 
“The Shades of Night,” “The Duke of Killie- 
crankie” and “A Royal Family.” “The Sec- 
ond in Command,” “His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor,” “The Lady of Leeds,” etc., are also 
widely known.

Mrs. Emity E. Brices, who did noteworthy 
work in the sixties as a newspaper corre- 
soondent, died in Washington this week in 
her eightieth year. She was the author of 
the “Olivia” letters, written from Washing- 
ton during the Civil War.

They will return in September in time for 
the publication of Mr. Stevenson’s new book, 
which will bear the imprint of the J. B. Lip- 
pincott Company. 

JouN Reep Scott was in Philadelphia re- 
cently consulting his publishers, the J. B. 
Lippincott Company, in reference to a novel 
upon which he has been at work for some 
time, to be issued in the fall. During the 
last two winters Mr. Scott has made his 
home in Annapolis, the scene of the new 
book, the period being late in the eighteenth 
century. 


Justus Mites Forman, who sailed for Eu- 
rope after the publication of his latest novel, 
“Bianca’s Daughter” (Harper & Brothers), 
a few weeks ago, writes to his friends that 
he has decided to settle in England for the 
summer. Mr, Forman, together with Nor- 
man Hapgood, has taken a quaint country 
seat in Surrey, adjoining the summer home 
of William Faversham.

Sir Adolph Tuck had 
just sailed with his wife and daughters, 
Sybil and Muriel, after a visit to the Can- 
adian and American branches of the house 
when the news came by cable. 


Dr. JAMES Morrts Wurrton, of the Outlook, 
has published through Thomas Whittaker, 
Inc., New York, and James Clarke & Co., 
London, a new volume of essays entitled 
“Interludes in a Time of Change; Ethical, 
Social and Theological.”

ErASMUS TuRNER Harris, 12-14 West 32d 
Street, New York City, manufactures books 
for publishers and dealers with special refer- 
ence for sending books by mail or prepaid ex- 
press at book rate. Single volumes or sets of 
books are sent direct from bindery to the 
dealer’s customers or are shipped in bulk by 
freight. Among the masterpieces of litera- 
ture now ready are a ten-volume Kipling, 
Poe and Shakespeare, a nine-volume Steven- 
son, a six-volume Victor Hugo and Abraham 
Lincoln, an eight-volume Guy de Maupassant, 
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a two-volume Bryce’s “American Common- 
wealth,” as well as dictionaries, Bibles, stand- 
ard classics and cook books. 


THE 1910-11 volume of that indispensable 
reference book, “Who’s Who in America,” 
has just appeared. Typographically un- 
changed, it presents that increase of bulk 
which we have complacently come to look 
upon as inevitable. To be exact, there are 
17,546 entries in this volume, of which 283:

The American com- 
mittee, which is acting jointly with an Eng- 
lish committee of seven clergymen, has been 
working under the general supervision of 
the Rev. C. J. Scofield, D.D. The new edi- 
tion will be printed by the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge University Press in England in May 
of I9II, 300 years after the printing of the 
first edition of the Bible.

The priests who play such a prominent 
part in “The Elm-Tree on the Mall” will de- 
light many readers, and give an excellent 
idea of the present relations between church 
and state in France. Many of the same char- 
acters appear in “The Wicker-Work Woman,” 
with the addition of the Latin professor, 
Monsieur Bergeret, and his wife Amelie. 


A ook which is likely to cause a stir in 
German and international political circles has 
made its appearance in Berlin. It is from 
the pen of Herr Rudolf Martin. He is a 
well known writer on aerial warfare, but 
latterly has become the mouthpiece of an in- 
fluential group of politicians who are still 
bent on blasting the reputation of Prince 
Buelow, the former Chancellor. In “Deutsche 
Machthaber” (wielders of power in Germany) 
Herr Martin essays to portray “the Kaiser 
and his friends as they are.” He describes 
the celebrated Daily Telegraph interview with 
the Emperor as a “swindle” engineered by 
Prince Buelow. Herr Martin accuses the 
ex-Chancellor of betraying his Imperial mas- 
ter and of deceiving the Reichstag and the 
nation by allowing it to be believed that the 
Daily Telegraph interview was the Emperor's 
own act.
